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REMARKS 

The above -referenced patent application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action 
mailed July 7, 2010 (the "Action"). In the Action, claim 14 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101. 
Claims 1,2, 5-8 and 10-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent 7,590,143 to Daley et al ("Daley") in view of Strathmeyer et al ("Strathmeyer") and 
further in view of US Patent Publication 2003/0126195 to Reynolds et al ("Reynolds"). Also, 
claims 3-4, 9 and 22 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Current Status of Claims : 

With this amendment, claims 1, 7-16, 19-21 and 23-29 are pending. As presented above, 
Applicants have amended claims 1,7-11, 13-15 and 19 and have canceled claims 2-6, 17, 18 and 
22. Also, as presented above. Applicants have added new claims 23-29. No new matter hd& 
been introduced. 



Re jection under 35 U.S.C. § 101: 

In the Action, claim 14 was rejected based on the term "computer readable medium" 
possibly referring to a signal or electronic waveform that does not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. §101 . Claim 14 has been amended to include the term '' non-transitory computer readable 
medium" (emphasis added). Thus Applicants request that the 35 U.S.C. § 101 rejection of claim 
14 be withdrawn. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103fa) : 

Claim 1, as currently amended, is as follows: 

"A method of establishing a connection between a first endpoint participating in a 
first protocol and a second endpoint participating in a second protocol, the method 
including: 

establishing a virtual service endpoint to participate in the 
first protocol on a network device coupled to the first endpoint and 
the second endpoint, wherein the virtual service endpoint is 
configured to provide inteiworking between the first protocol and 
the second protocol, wherein the virtual service endpoint includes 
a fir St half virtual service endpoint and a second half virtual 
service endpoint, the first half virtual service endpoint to 
participate in the first protocol and the second half virtual service 
endpoint to participate in the second protocol; 

using a forwarding table to forward communication to the 
second endpoint via the virtual service endpoint, the forwarding 
table to include: 

a mapping from a first interface associated with the 

first protocol to the first half virtual service endpoint; 
a mapping from the first half virtual service 

endpoint to the second half virtual service endpoint; and 
a mapping from the second half virtual service 

endpoint to a second interface associated with the second 

protocol." 

Emphasis added. 



Although Applicants respectfully disagree with the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejection of claim 
1, claim 1 has been amended to expedite its allowance. On page 10 of the Action, claim 3 was 
mentioned as including allowable subject matter if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim. The base claim for claim 3 was claim 1. The above- 
emphasized portion of currently amended claim 1 includes the allowable subject matter of claim 
3. Therefore, Applicants request that the rejection of claim 1 be withdrawn. 

Independent claim 14 includes similar elements as included in currently amended claim 
1. Additionally, claims 7-12, 15, 16, and 19-21 depend from claim 1. Thus, Applicants request 
that the rejections of claim 14 and claims 7-12, 15, 16 and 19-21 also be withdrawn. 
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Claim 13, as currently amended, is as follows: 

"A network device for establishing a connection between a first endpoint 
participating in a first protocol-specific network and a second endpoint 
participating in a second protocol-specific network, the network device including: 
a virtual service endpoint configured to: 

provide interworking between the first protocol- 
specific network and the second protocol-specific network^ 
wherein the virtual service endpoint is to present a first 
protocol-specific service endpoint to the first protocol- 
specific network and present a second protocol-specific 
service endpoint to the second protocol-specific network; 
and 

use a forwarding table to forward communication 
from the first endpoint to the second endpoint through the 
virtual service endpoint, the forwarding table to include: 
a mapping from a first interface associated 
with the first protocol-specific network to the first 
protocol-specific network; 

a mapping from the first protocol- specific 
endpoint to the second protocol-specific endpoint; 
and 

a mapping from the second protocol- 
specific endpoint to a second interface associated 
with the second protocol-specific network; 

wherein the network device is coupled with the first 
endpoint and the second endpoint." 

Emphasis added. 



Although Applicants respectfully disagree with the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejection of claim 
13, claim 13 has been amended to expedite its allowance. On page 10 of the Action, claim 4 was 
mentioned as including allowable subject matter if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim. The base claim for claim 4 was claim 1 . However, currently 
amended claim 13 includes similar elements to claim 1. Further, the above-emphasized portions 
of currently amended claim 13 include the allowable subject matter of claim 4. Therefore, 
Applicants request that the rejection of claim 13 be withdrawn. 
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Conclusion; 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1, 7-16, 19-21 and 23-29 are in condition for 
allowance and such action is earnestly solicited.
